A few days ago* the Patriarch of Moscow 
and all Russia, Alexis, gave the following 
replies to the questions of Reuter’s Mos- 
cow correspondent, Mr. Dallas: 


To your letter of July 21 of the current year 
in which “in connection with the report from 
Istanbul on the decision of the Ecumenical 
Patriarch Athenagoras to issue an edict on 
the excommunication of all persons support- 
ing Communism” you ask me to reply to ques- 
tions arising from this circumstance, I deem 
it necessary to give the following answers: 

Question 1. Were you notified of this deci- 
sion of the Ecumenical Patriarch to issue this 
edict? 

Question 2. What will be the attitude of the 
Russian Orthodox Church to this edict? 

Answer. Neither I nor the Synod of the Rus- 
sian Orthodox Church knows anything about 
the decision of the Ecumenical Patriarch to 
issue an edict on the excommunication of all 
persons supporting Communism. Moreover 
neither we nor the Synod can conceive that 
the Orthodox Patriarch could adopt such a 
decision as would basically contradict the fun- 
damental principles of the Orthodox Chris- 
tian creed. 


Question 3. Is there in your opinion any 
conflict between loyalty to the Soviet State 
and loyalty to the Russian Orthodox Church? 

Answer. There can be only one answer to 
this question: such a conflict does not and 
cannot exist provided believers abide by the 
strict meaning of the commandments of the 
Gospel and the teachings of the Apostles.

Dogmatical Doctrine of the Orthodox Catholic Church 


We are happy to be able to continue to present ex- 
cerpts from an important theological work by a French 
convert to the Holy Orthodox Church. Due to an un- 
fortunate oversight, the author was referred to in the 
last issue of ““One Church” as the Rev. Vladimir Goethe, 
a German in name but a priest of the Russian Church. 
Father Vladimir Guetté is actually his name, and before 
his conversion to Orthodoxy he was a priest of the So- 
ciety of Jesus. Although V. Guetté’s book on Orthodox 
doctrine was written approximately a hundred years 
ago, nonetheless it remains a standard and reliable guide 
to Orthodox belief and practice. In our next installment 
it may prove feasible to present a brief biography of 
Fr. Vladimir Guetté, a true and devoted son of the 
Orthodox Catholic Church of Christ. 


II 
THE WORLD 


“T believe in the one God the Father 
Almighty, Maker of heaven and earth, 
and of all things visible and invisible.” 


The outer activity of the eternal Cause manifested 
itself, through the Son, in the creation of the world, 
which is the totality of all the limited creatures, who 
do not contain the cause of their own being. 

There exist two worlds: the one consists of spiritual 
beings, the other of material beings. Everything that 
is beyond our bodily senses belongs to the invisible 
world, and everything that is under these senses be- 
longs to the visible world. 

Of the spiritual beings we know the angels and the 
human souls. The former are of purely spiritual exis- 
tence not connected with any material bodies. On 
their creation, the angels underwent a trial in the use 
they would make of their freedom. Some of them re- 
mained true to God: these are the good angels. The 
others, led away by pride, lost many of their advan- 
tages: those are the evil angels, or the demons, and 
the chief over them is Satan. 

Both classes of angels act directly in the earthly 
world: the first in the direction of good, the second 
in the direction of evil. The activity of both is subject 
to the supreme will of God (Revelation XII, 7-9; 
Matthew IV, 1-11; XII, 24; XIII, 39; XXII, 30; 
XXIV, 41; Corinthians XI, 14; Hebrews I, 14; 1 Peter 
V, 8-9). 

Thus, the spiritual world and the material world are 
in constant intercourse. 

The invisible world is not bounded by the limits of 
space, which condition the existence of the visible 
world, but it has its being in a state, which distin- 
guishes it from that which is not it. God manifests His 
glory to the good angels and the souls of the just in 
an especial way corresponding to their state: this 
state is called heaven (Luke XV, 22; Revelation VI); 





on the contrary, the evil angels have been brought into 
the state of condemnation, which is called hell. Into 
the same state will be brought the souls of the rejected, 
when the decree is pronounced over them, at the last 
Judgement: this state as well as the state of the evil 
angels will be final. 

© Death does not interrupt the communion of the 
faithful, which existed on earth. This communion 
chiefly consists of prayers offered up to God mutually 
for each other. The chosen pray for their brothers just 
as if they were still on earth, and if we asked them to 
pray for us during their earthly life, so much the more 
we should ask them to pray for us now, that they are 
in the heavenly world standing before God. In this 
consists the invocation of Saints. 

Until the last Judgement, which is to come at the 
end of the earthly world, the human souls which were 
not admitted into heaven, into communion with the 
good angels, but were not as yet finally condemned, 
remain in a temporary state, in which we can help 
them by our prayers, by our good works and by offer- 
ing for them the sacrifice in the sacrament of the Holy 
Eucharist. By these three acts we beseech God, in the 
person of Jesus Christ, for their pardon. ' 

Some of the souls not admitted into communion 
with the angels prove to be so guilty, that immediately 
on their parting from their bodies they incur a more 
or less severe and eternal punishment. Like the demons 
they are for ever separated from God and remain in 
a state of torment described by the Holy Scripture in 
dreadful images. In spite of these descriptions being 
only metaphorical, they contain a truth which can not 
be doubted: a state of great suffering together with 
the eternal separation from God is indubitably a 
dogma. 

Yet both the state of bliss and the state of condem- 
nation will reach their fullness only after the resur- 
rection of the body, in other words after the last 
Judgement (Revelation VI, 9-11; XIX and others). 
Man consists of soul and body, and it is only justice 
that having been destroyed through the separation 
of. his two natures, he can be reestablished only 
after the resurrection of the body and only then will 
he reach a state, in which he could either rejoice or 
suffer to the full of his nature. The risen body will 
receive its share of the soul's bliss and suffering, in 
the new conditions of its existence (1 Corinthians 
XV, 42; Philippians III, 21; Mattehew XXIII, 30). 


The material world consists of various beings, who 
can be divided into three chief kinds: 1) those who 
have being alone, 2) those who have being and life, 
and 3) those who have being, life and intelligent will. 
The human race makes up the last kind. 

God is the only Creator of all these beings. He has 
created them by the action of His omnipotence and 
established the measure of their being in a sequence 
which is inherent to them and which is called time. 
God alone is eternal, as the cause of His being is in 
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Himself, in His very substance. He is He who is. 
His Being is not measured by time. The creatures as 
limited beings, cannot be either emanations or mani- 
festations of His endless eternal Being: they are the 
action of His creative power which called them forth 
into being out of nonbeing. 

God created one man Adam and his wife Eve. All 
human beings came from these two, consequently 
forming one race. 

Our first parents, undergoing a trial and being 
tempted by Satan, did not resist. They have lost many 
advantages of their original nature, together with the 
innocence possessed of which they were created. Their 
nature therefore became corrupt. And as their chil- 
dren were born only after their fall, it follows that 
the nature they transmitted to them could be only 
corrupt and vicious. This innate corruption and vice 
in humanity is called original sin. ; 

As consequences of the fall came the darkening of 
the mind or ignorance, an inclination to evil or lust 
and death. These consequences distorted the creature 
of God and placed humanity in a state which is con- 
tradictory to the original conditions of human exis- 
tence instituted by God and which were: light or 
truth, goodness and immortality. 

It was God’s will to reestablish fallen humanity in 
the spiritual order. To this purpose God gave to men 
in the person of the Son or His Word: 1) the truth, 
2) the grace or the supersensual help in the accom- 
plishment of good, and 3) the principle of resurrection 
or immortality for the body, which has become sub- 
ject to death*). 

In order to accomplish the regeneration of humani- 
ty, God became man, in the Person of the Son. 


The difference between the Christian churches 
concerning the dogma of the World. 


In reference to this dogma the Christian Churches 
came to disagree about two points: namely, about the 
reality of the communion between the chosen who 
dwell in heaven and the faithful who are still on 
earth; and also about the condition of the souls who 
were neither definitely condemned at their separation 
from the bodies, nor worthy of bliss, in other words 
about prayer for the dead. 

The Protestant Churches decidedly deny the tem- 
porary state of the souls, and consequently the efficacy 
of prayers for the dead. In the opinion of the Protes- 
tants souls are either chosen or condemned; imme- 
diately after death the former and the latter reach the 
state of bliss or of final condemnation, after which the 
relations between them and those remaining on earth 
completely cease. Likewise the Protestants consider all 
intercourse between the chosen, who are in heaven and 
the faithful, who are on earth, as having ceased, so that 
the latter cannot ask the former to pray for them. 
Death, in the opinion of Protestants, breaks all the 
links between the visible and the invisible world. 


* We consider superfluous to refer to the passages of 
the Holy Scripture, which refer to the Creation of the world, 
the fall of man and his regeneration: these passages are 
universally known. 


According to the XXI Article of religion the Angli- 
can Church decidedly rejects the Roman doctrine con- 
cerning purgatory and the invocation of saints in its 
totality, without any discernment between what is 
true and what is false in this doctrine. 

Yet, the Anglican Church has preserved in its calen 
dar holidays in the honor of saints and does celebrate 
these holidays in its public worship. Consequently it 
respects and honours the saints, but does not invoke 
them. Presumably by so doing this Church means to 
convey its disapproval of the worship of idols, with 
which the Roman Church is reproached. But in it- 
self the invocation of saints cannot be mistaken for a 
worship of this kind. If the faithful while still in this 
life may, and must, ask each other for mutual prayers, 
if St. Paul asked the faithful, whom he regenerated 
in faith to pray for him, then where is the reason why 
we should not address our demands for prayers to 
those whom we respect and honour, who stand in the 
presence of God, whose death did not separate them 
from the Church of Christ and who, whilst still on 
earth, were the glory and the support of this Church? 
Death does not interrupt the communion of the faith- 
ful: therefore they can pray for each other and ask 
each other for mutual prayers. Therefore, the invoca- 
tion of saints is as far removed from idol worship as 
the honouring of the saints. We acknowledge them to 
be our intercessors precisely in the same strict sense in 
which we take the living to be that also, when we ask 
them to pray for us. 

The Anglican Church, though rejecting purgatory, 
prays for the dead, as is shown by a special part of its 
Book of Common Prayer, which establishes the rite of 
burial; so it can be concluded that it acknowledges 
that at least some souls of the faithful may find them- 
selves in such a state in which prayers may do them 
good. This teaching the Anglican Church does not 
positively state; but it is an evident outcome of its 
public worship and is merely passed by in silence. 

The modern Roman Church is obviously mistaken 
in its doctrine concerning the state of the souls, which 
are neither condemned nor admitted into heaven. It 
appoints for them a place which is called purgatory, 
where these souls expiate their sins by fiery torture, 
fulfilling the degree of punishment which was deserved 
by their sins, and earn their forgiveness. 

A partial or a complete forgiveness may be also 
granted to them by the Pope through partial or com- 
plete indulgences or forgiveness which accrue to these 
souls for the acts of those believers who are still living, 
for a certain pious work or a certain prayer of theirs. 

The eastern church does not admit that on the death 
of a man his soul could accomplish anything, for 
which it could incur guilt or acquire merit, that it 
could redeem* anything that was done by it in its 
earthly life. Therefore, the eastern church rejects the 
expiating suffering after death, or purgatory. It dis- 
believes that the souls of the dead are to be found in 
a certain place, but claims that they undergo a tem- 


* By a strange and obvious contradiction the Roman theo- 
logians acknowledge, on the one hand, that the souls of the 
dead cannot acquire merit, but, on the other hand, they 
admit that there exists an atoning suffering, in other words 
a suffering, which is rewarded as merit. 
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porary state. The eastern Church takes indulgences to 
be the means of making the Church penalties easier, 
which Church penalties are to be fulfilled during the 
earthly life and do not refer to the future existence. 
Therefore, it denies that the power of indulgences can 
include the future life and also denies the right of 
either the bishop of Rome or any other bishop to free 
the souls of the dead either partially or completely 
from the punishments of the Church authority, which 
can be allotted to them only in this life and only in so 
far as this life goes. 

The eastern Church founds its belief concerning the 
temporary condition of the uncondemned souls on the 


belief of the primitive Church, as to which the ancient 
liturgies bear witness, especially the oldest of them all, 
the liturgy of St. James of Jerusalem. All of them in- 
clude prayers for the dead. Thus St. Cyril of Jerusalem 
expressed the belief of the primitive Church in the 
Fourth century by saying: “It is very profitable for 
the souls of our predecessors that we should pray for 
them whilst we offer the holy and awful sacrifice.” 

The true teaching common to both the Eastern and 
the ancient Western Churches is not compatible either 
with the regulation of the Protestant Churches or the 
innovations of the Church of Rome.

ARE WE REALLY CHRISTIANS? 


“I believe in one Holy, Catholic, and Apostolic 
Church.” Do you believe that all Orthodox Chris- 
tians are members of one and the same body, and that 
therefore we must all “keep the unity of the Spirit in 
the bond of peace,” must care for one another, help 
one anucher? Do you believe that the saints are like- 
wise members of the one body of Christ—that is, of 
the Church, and are our brethren, interceding for us 
before God in heaven? Do you respect every Chris- 
tian, as a member of Christ, as His brother according 
to human nature? Do you love everybody, as your- 
self, as your own flesh and blood? Do you generously 
forgive offenses? Do you help others in need, if you 
yourself have means? Do you teach the ignorant? Do 
you turn the sinner from the error of his ways? Do 
you comfort those who are in affliction? Faith in the 
Holy, Catholic, and Apostolic Church inspires, ob- 
liges you to do all this; and for all this you are prom- 
ised a great reward from the Head of the Church— 
our Lord Jesus Christ. 


WHAT IS THE DIVINE LITURGY? 


The Divine Liturgy (Mass) is truly a heavenly serv- 
ice upon earth, during which God Himself, in a par- 
ticular, immediate, and closest manner, is present 
and dwells with men, being Himself the invisible 
Celebrant of the service, offering and being offered. 
There is nothing upon earth holier, higher, grander, 
more solemn, more life-giving than the Liturgy. The 
temple, at this particular time, becomes an earthly 
heaven; those who officiate represent Christ Himself, 
the Angels, the Cherubim, Seraphim and Apostles. The 
Liturgy is the continually repeated solemnization of 
God's love to mankind, and of His all-powerfull media- 
tion for the salvation of the whole world, and of every 
member separately: the marriage of the Lamb—the 
marriage of the King’s Son, in which the bride of the 
Son of God is—every faithful soul; and the Giver of 
the bride—the Holy Ghost. With what prepared, pure 
elevated souls it is therefore necessary to assist at the 


Liturgy, in order not to be amongst the number of 
those who, having no wedding garment, but a garment 
defiled by passions, were bound hand and foot, and 
cast out from the marriage feast into utter darkness. 
Whilst now, unfortunately, many do not even consider 
it necessary to assist at the Liturgy at all; others only 
go out of habit, and go away in the same state of 
mind as they came, without elevated thoughts, without 
a contrite heart, with an unrepentant soul, without 
the determination to amend. Some stand in church 
irreverently, inattentively, without any concentration 
of mind, without any previous self-preparation at 
home by means of mediation and abstinence; and many 
manage to drink and eat more than they should before 
service. When the Lord descended upon Mount Sinai 
the Hebrew people were ordered to previously prepare 
and cleanse themselves. In the Divine service we have 
not a lesser event than God's descent upon Mount 
Sinai, but a greater one: here before us is the very 
face of God the Lawgiver. When the Lord appeared 
to Moses upon Mount Horeb in the bush, he was or- 
dered to put off his shoes from his feet; but there is 
a greater manifestation of God than upon Horeb; 
there was only the prototype, here is the Typifier 
Himself. Oh! how we cling to earthly things! We do 
not even wish to devote one hour exclusively to God. 
Even during the divine, most heavenly Liturgy we 
allow ourselves to think and dream of earthly things, 
and fill our souls with images and desires for earthly 
things, sometimes—alas—even with impure images; 
when we ought to be praying ardently, to be assiduous- 
ly meditating upon this great mystery, to be repenting 
of our sins, longing and praying to be cleansed, sancti- 
fied, enlightened, renewed, and strengthened in the 
Christian life, and in the fulfilment of Christ’s com- 
mandments; when we ought to be praying for the liv- 
ing and dead: for the Liturgy is a sacrifice of propitia- 
tion, thanksgiving, praise, and prayer. Great is the 
Liturgy. In it remembrance is made, not of the life 
of any great man, but that of God Incarnate, Who 
suffered and died for us, Who rose again, ascended 
into heaven, and Who shall come again to judge the 
whole world! 
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How to Behave in Church 


Introductory Notes by the Rev. Fr. David F. Abramtsov 


Traditionally there are three forms of Church 
Reverences or outward signs of devotion commonly 
used in the Orthodox Catholic Church. In older 
Temples and generally in the Old World there were 
no seats or pews in the body of the Church, so motion 
and form of posture was free. In America most 
Temples have pews or some form of fixed seats which 
limit the devotional action of members of the con- 
gregation and compel changes in the two Greater Rev- 
erences when they occur for the whole congregation. 
Individual reverences can still be performed in the 
traditionally proper manner as they will take place 
when the worshipper is free from the restrictions of 
seats—as before Icons, on entering the Temple, on 
approaching to receive Communion or to kiss the Gos- 
pels, etc. With regard to any reverences it may be 
noted that they are to begin with standing, i.e., if 
seats are used and the time comes for a reverence of 
any degree, all the congregation should then be stand- 
ing and from this position—not from their seats 
make the type or degree of reverence required. 

The first and most common type of reverence is 
the Little Reverence, usually called simply a Reverence. 
Is is merely the sign of the Cross and a slight bowing 
of the head as described in the following paragraph 6 
by Metropolitan Sergius. 

The next type is the Greater Reverence or Obeis- 
ance, used when reverencing Icons, the Cross or the 
Gospels, and often substituted for the Prostration be- 


fore receiving Communion. It is also the proper ap- 
proach to a Bishop for his blessing which takes place 
of one’s own sign of the Cross. An Obeisance is done 
by making the sign of the Cross on one’s self and then 
touching the back of the fingers of the open right hand 
to the floor or ground. 

The third and greatest form of reverence, the rever- 
ence to the very earth (literally, earthly reverence), is 
the Profound Reverence or Prostration. It is much 
used in the penitential services during the Great Fast 
before Easter, but is not to be used on Sundays or 
great Feast days. The Prostration is performed by 
dropping to the knees and bending forward so that 
the forehead touches the floor or earth while the body 
is supported by the hands. It is preceded and followed 
by crossing ones self when standing erect. The pres- 
ence of seats requires that the Prostration often be ab- 
breviated to kneeling and merely bowing the head. 
Similarly the Obeisance must be reduced to a deep 
bowing, and in general, extent of reverence forms 
must be adjusted. 

The accompanying directions for behavior in Or- 
thodox Catholic Temples, issued in Russian by Metro 
politan Sergius of Moscow, has been edited with ex 
planatory notes in parentheses and some slight changes 
of phrasing to accomodate it to the usual conditions in 
America and to those less familiar with our Church 
customs. 


HOW TO BEHAVE IN CHURCH 
By Sergius, Metropolitan of Moscow 


1. Upon entering a Temple of God, reverently make 
upon yourself the sign of the Cross (see Paragraph 6) 
and (with head still bowed) silently say: “I will enter 
into Thy House, and in Thy Fear I will worship in 
Thy Holy Temple.” (If there are Icons for reverencing 
just inside the Temple, one reverences first the one on 
his right and then the one his left, and may place 
candles as described.) 

2. Having entered the Temple (and reverenced its 
entrance Icons, if any) pause near the church entrance 
opposite the Holy Doors and make three obeisance to 
ward the Altar saying with each the prayer, “O God 
be gracious unto me, a sinner,” and then bow to the 
right and to the left to the people who entered before 
you. 

3. Men should take places in the Temple on their 
right as they enter, while women and young children 
go to the left. 

4. At times of making reverences during the Ser 
vices in the Temple the worshippers should all make 
the required reverences together and reverently in the 
forms and times directed. When “Holy God...,” 
“Come let us worship...," or the “Alleluia” is read 
or sung three obeisances are directed (for these a deep 


bow is substituted for the touching of the floor if 
seats interfere). Prostrations (which are abbreviated 
to kneeling with head deeply bowed when seats inter- 
fere) are directed after the “We praise Thee ...,” 
after “It is truly meet...,.° during the “Our 
Father...,° at the Invitation to Communion, when 
the Chalice is brought forth with the words, “With 
the fear of God...,” and when it is last shown with 
the words, “Always, now and ever...”. (The little 
reverence is made during the services at each repeti 
tion of the Names of the Persons of the Holy Trinity 
in conclusion of each prayer, at each blessing given by 
the Priest, and before and after each act of reverence, 
such as the kissing of the Gospels, Icons, or Crosses. 
It accompanies every prayer.) 

5. The head should be bowed at each call to 
“bow... unto the Lord” no matter to whom it is ad 
dressed, during the Great Entrance and the Cherubim 
ic Hymn, at each censing of the people, and at each 
“Peace to all” or other Blessings. 

0. (The Little Reverence) The Sign of the Cross 
should be made upon oneself correctly in the follow 
ing manner: place the first three fingers (ic. thumb 
and first two fingers) of the right hand together, 
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bending the other two into the palm; with the fingers 
folden, touch the center of the forehead, the breast, the 
right shoulder, and finally the left shoulder. Im- 
mediately (while lowering the hand from the left 
shoulder) bow the head slightly, but do not do so 
while making the Sign of the Cross. (Be solemn, un- 
hurried, reverent, and dignified.) 

7. When venerating the Gospels, Icons, the Cross, 
or relics reverentiy make three obeisances, two b-fore 
and one after kissing the object. In kissing Icons it 
should be remembered that the place on the Icon prop- 
er for the kissing is the feet of Our Lord, the Hand 
of the Theotokos and other Saints, and? the hair of 
representations of only the Head of Cur Lord of John 
the Forerunner or other Saints. (Ot a Crucifix always 
kiss the Feet, or the lower cross-bar of the Cross.) 

8. When approaching to receive the Holy Mysteries 
of the Body of Christ, make a Prostration (Profound 
Reverence, but often only an Obeisance is practically 
convenient and fold the hands on the breast cross-wise. 
After receiving the Holy Mysteries kiss the side (or 
base edge) of the Holy Chalice as if it were the very 
side of Christ (take a portion of the antidoron, and 
diluted wine if offered) then withdraw quietly, with- 
out making any reverences and do not make upon 
yourself the sign of the Cross. Thereafter on the same 
day reverences are not to be made until evening. (Hav- 
ing then the Greatest Blessing, Christ within us, we 
can neither seek another blessing from, nor bow in any 
reverense to lesser than, the Christ we received. Note 
that on this day, after having received the Holy Mys- 
teries the hand of a Priest or Bishop is not to be 
kissed. no rare blessings to be asked from them.) 

9. The Holy Antidoron or blessed bread should be 
received reverently with the hands crossed, the right 
upon the left. Kiss the hand of the Priest who bestows 


this gift (unless at the same Service you received Holy 
Communion.) 

10. From Holy Pascha (Easter) until the evening 
of Holy Trinity (Pentecost), and from the Nativity 
of Christ (Christmas) until the Baptism of Our Lord 
(Theophany), and in general all Holy (Feast) Days 
and Sundays, Prostrations (Profound Reverences) are 
forbidden by the Church. 

11. At the Liturgy of the Presanctified Gifts there 
are special requirements as follows. At the Priest's 
words, “The Light of Christ illumineth all men’’ fall 
to your knees and touch the forehead to the ground 
(Profound Reverence). During the singing of “Let my 
prayer be set forth...” all should kneel. During the 
transferring of the Holy Gifts after singing ‘““Now the 
Powers of Heaven...” all kneel with bowed head. 
This is done also at Great Compline during the Priest's 
reading of the Dismissal Prayer, ‘“O Master, great in 
mercy.” 


We are told “Standing in the Temple, stand as if in 
Heaven.” This means that in Church we should keep 
our minds and actions the same as though we were 
among the holy angels in heaven, that is, in reverence 
and fear of God. One should be attentive, more espe- 
cially, during the reading of the Holy Gospel; in Mat- 
ins, during the Six Psalms and the “My soul doth 
magnify the Lord;” in the Divine Liturgy, during the 
“Mercy of Peace’ (and the time of Consecration 
which this introduces) and at the bringing forth of 
the Holy Mysteries for Communion. In these, the most 
sacred moments, stand in the Temple with the mind 
on nothing of this world. Always keeping the Church's 
quiet good order, fear to leave the Temple before the 
completion of the Divine Services (and final Blessing 
with the kissing of the Cross) lest you disturb others. 


An Outpost of Orthodox Catholicism 


IN THE MIDDLE WEST 


Five miles northeast of the village of Holdingford 
in beautiful and fruitful Central Minnesota is located 
a small Orthodox Catholic community. The Church 
is on the Two River Township side but is generally 
referred to as South Elmdale locally. It is dedicated 
to the Nativity of the Theotokos, but has always been 
officially known as St. Mary’s Orthodox Catholic 
Church of Holdingford, Minnesota. 

Forty-seven years ago, after some of the Slovak im- 
migrants established homesteads, they erected a place 
of worship because the Roman Catholics did not want 
them in their churches. Today there are about fifteen 
farm families of the Orthodox Faith who not only 
actively practice their Religion, but: want also to see 
It grow and expand. For this purpose, they built a 
new and larger Church. Although few in number, but 
many in spirit, they have always been able to support 
a resident Pastor. In addition to paying a fair salary, 
they have supplied and continue to supply their Ba- 
tushka (Father) with food and produce. Their gener- 
osity is supplemented only by their kindness 


I grew up in this wholesome atmosphere, for my 
father, Archpriest Savva, pastored this parish for over 
fourteen years. Eight years ago we left Minnesota. I 
recently visited Holdingford and found a new Church 
edifice, not fully completed but with many improve- 
ments. Electricity has replaced oil lamps; gas has re- 
placed wood; black top roads are gradually replacing 
dirt roads and all city conveniences are gradually re- 
placing the pioneer methods of living. 


On June 19, 1949, at the regular semi-annual meet- 
ing, the congregation unanimously voted to return 
back to the Mother Church. A Priest was immediately 
assigned to the Pastorship. 


The Holdingford parishioners, in the past, have al- 
ways supported the cause of the propagation of Or- 
thodoxy by quickly responding to all appeals for aid- 
ing the building of edifices by other parishes. In the 
past they have never asked for aid but since they are 
small in number and their church is not completed, 
they will greatly appreciate and forever remember 
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St Mary’s Orthodox Church (unfinished) in Holdingford, Minnesota; The Rev. Fr. Feodor Kovalchuk and 
parishoners; St Mary’s Rectory.

BOOK REVIEW 


LITURGICAL MEDITATIONS 


We are indeed indebted to the Orthodox Catholic 
Literature Association for making available this English 
translation of Nicholas Gogol’s thoughts concerning 
the Divine Liturgy.* 


It is a matter of common knowledge that for the Or- 
thodox Catholic the Divine Liturgy plays an integral 
role in his spiritual life; it is therefore perhaps a matter 
of surprise that there has not been more literature writ- 
ten about the Holy Eucharist. It 'may be that Holy 
Church in Her wisdom has decided that the Holy Lit- 
urgy speaks for itself far more eloquently than any 
paraphrasing or interpretive writing could possibly do. 
And there is much to be said for this point of view. 
On the other hand there can be little doubt that Gogol 
in his book has made a very real contribution in ap- 
proaching the Holy Mysteries from an Orthodox mys 
tical standpoint. 


The important thing about the book is its relative 
briefness (hardly more than a hundred pages) and its 
clear and devout description and explanation of exactly 
what takes place during the celebration of the Holy 
Sacrifice. This book is obviously not for the liturgical 
scholar nor for an advanced student of Orthodox mys- 
ticism, but rather it is for the average layman who has

some idea about what goes on at Liturgy but would like 
further information as well as a devotional why and 
wherefore of what takes place at a celebration of the 
Liturgy of Saint John Chrysostom. Nor would this book 
be solely of interest to the Orthodox Catholic. Non- 
Orthodox would benefit as well from perusing its pages 
and would undoubtedly gain a much deeper insight into 
Orthodox ideas about worshipping the God and Father 
of us all. 


As far as is known this is the first time that an Eng- 
lish translation of Gogol’s work has been available since 
its original publication in England in 1913. As the 
Forward says: “With the exception of a few changes 
in terminology, and the addition of a few illustrations, 
the present edition reproduces the first exactly”. Special 
mention must be made of the excellent frontispiece to 
the book which is an icon of St. John Chrysostom, ap- 
propriately enough. It should also be noted that this 
book enjoys the blessing and approval of His Eminence, 
Archbishop Macarius, Exarch of the Moscow Patriarch- 
ate in North and South America. 


In conclusion then, it may be said without qualifica- 
tion, that no better book could be placed into the hands 
of a person, Orthodox or non-Orthodox, who seeks to 
learn something of the “raison d’étre” of the Divine 
Liturgy.

ENGLISH LITURGICAL BOOKS BLESSED 


Sunday morning, May 15, 1949, proved to be a day 
of particular significance and interest to participants 
in the usual Celebration of the Divine Liturgy in En- 
glish at the Cathedral Church of St. Nicholas in New 
York City. At the close of the Liturgy two books 
the Book of Epistles and the Book of Gospels—were 
formally blessed by the Rev. Fr. Theodore Kovalchuk. 
The usual celebrant of the English Liturgy, the Rev. 
Fr. Antony Renye, was unable to be present due to 
illness. 


The two books were donated by the wife of the 
Rev. Fr. David F. Abramtsov, the former Miss Chris 
tine Tillchok. It is generally believed that the Book of 
Gospels, beautifully bound and decorated exactly in 
the same fashion as its Slavonic counterpart, is the first 
English Book of Gospels to be used ceremonially in 
the history of the Russian Orthodox Church in Amer 
ica. It should be added that only recently the Cathedral 
acquired a Chalice especially for use at the English 
Liturgy.
